Richmond  diamond  merchant  robbed,  carjacked 


Two  armed  robbers  take  his  car, 
briefcase  with  diamond  necklace

A  Richmond  District  diamond 
merchant  was  robbed  and  had  his 
vehicle  carjacked  at  gunpoint  April 
9. 

Two  men,  identified  by  wit- 
nesses as  possibly  being  His- 
panic, confronted  the  man  and  a 
friend  when  they  arrived  at  the 
merchant's  17th  Avenue  home  at 
about  7:15  p.m. 

According  to  police,  the  dia- 


mond merchant  went  into  his 
home  to  get  his  wife  and  left  the 
friend,  also  a  diamond  merchant, 
in  the  car  with  the  engine  run- 
ning. At  this  time  one  of  the  sus- 
pects opened  the  passenger  door 
and  pointed  a  semiautomatic  pis- 
tol at  him.  The  suspect  pulled 
back  the  slide  on  the  pistol  and 
released  it,  telling  the  man  to 
"get  out  of  the  car." 

A  second  suspect  was  about 
10  feet  from  the  car  pointing 


what  appeared  to  be  a  small  ma- 
chine gun,  which  was  covered  by 
a  beige  windbreaker,  at  the  man 
in  the  car. 

When  the  suspects  got  in  the 
car  and  had  trouble  getting  the 
vehicle  in  reverse,  the  diamond 
merchant  ran  outside  and  picked 
up  a  blue  recycling  bin,  which  he 
was  going  to  throw  at  the  sus- 
pects. But  both  suspects  pointed 
their  weapons  at  the  merchant 
and  one  of  them  said,  "Don't 
come."  The  merchant  backed  off, 
fearing  for  his  safety. 

The  suspects  escaped  east- 
bound  on  California  Street  and 


abandoned  the  stolen  vehicle  on 
14th  Avenue.  It  was  found  the 
same  night  of  the  carjacking  at 
about  1 1  p.m. 

The  diamond  merchant's 
briefcase  was  in  the  stolen  vehi- 
cle, containing  a  diamond  neck- 
lace, passport,  customer's  checks 
and  plane  tickets.  The  merchant 
did  not  notice  whether  or  not  the 
suspects  followed  him  home 
from  the  Diamond  Cutting 
Center,  where  he  works. 

The  suspects  are  approximate- 
ly 20  years  old,  speak  with  an  ac- 
cent and  are  about  5-foot,  5-inch- 
es  tall  and  130  to  140  pounds. 


Financing  for  recreation  center  nearly  in  place 


Bids  to  go  out 
for  contractors 
to  break  ground

The  last  piece  of  the  funding 
puzzle  needed  for  the  proposed 
Richmond  Recreation  Center  will 
soon  be  approved,  allowing  the 
$6.1  million  project  to  be  open 
for  construction  bids. 

On  May  1,  the  SF  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  and  the  SF 
Planning  Commission  are  poised 
to  approve  $500,000  in  city  funds 
toward  the  recreation  center, 
which  will  be  located  on  18th 
Avenue  between  Clement  and 


California  streets. 

According  to  Mike  Mallen, 
project  manager  for  Rec.  and 
Park,  funding  approval  for  the 
one-story  structure  is  just  a  for- 
mality. 

"Everybody  wants  it,"  Mallen 
said.  "It's  what  everyone's  been 
waiting  for,  the  community  and 
everyone  else.  These  things  are 
usually  approved." 

According  to  Deborah 
Learner,  park  planner  at  Rec.  and 
Park,  the  City's  Open  Space 
Program  has  been  salting  away 
funds  every  year  since  1990  for 
the  center. 

However,  some  neighbors 
think  the  center  will  harm  the 
neighborhood. 

There  won't  be  enough  park- 


ing," said  Chesley  Tom,  who 
heads  the  Richmond  Committee, 
a  neighborhood  group  with  40 
active  members  that  formed  to 
fight  the  center. 

Tom,  an  architect,  lives  in  an 
apartment  building  across  the 
street  from  the  site.  He  said  an 
increase  in  traffic  would  not  only 
affect  the  area's  many  tenants, 
but  also  harm  nearby  businesses. 

"The  employees  won't  have 
anywhere  to  park,"  said  Tom, 
who  estimated  hundreds  of  mer- 
chants will  be  affected. 

Lloyd  Cribbs,  secretary/trea- 
surer for  the  group,  added  many 
neighbors  are  opposed  to  the  cen- 
ter. 

"The  center  is  just  not  need- 
ed," said  Cribbs,  who  called  the 


project  "a  misuse  of  city  funds " 

Cribbs  said  his  group  did  a 
survey  of  the  area  and  found 
most  neighbors  were  against  the 
project. 

"Ninety  one  percent  of  the 
people  we  surveyed  didn't  want 
the  center,"  said  Cribbs,  who  ex- 
plained most  were  not  notified  of 
the  plans.  "We  collected  several 
hundred  signatures  of  people 
who  were  against  it." 

According  to  Learner,  officials 
have  "spent  a  lot  of  time  to  re- 
solve the  issues"  related  to  the 
center. 

Learner  said  the  project's  im- 
pact was  studied  and  it  was  deter- 
mined the  recreation  center  did

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Coalition 
attempts 
to  form 
Beacon 
Center  in 
Richmond 

Deadline  for 
proposal  June  2

Staff  at  the  Richmond  District 
Neighborhood  Center,  located  at 
741  30th  Ave.,  are  feverishly 
working  to  finish  a  proposal  due 
June  2  that  will  provide  funding 
from  the  Beacon  Initiative 
Steering  Committee  for  a  new 
Beacon  Center  in  the  Richmond 
District. 

The  Beacon  Center,  which 
would  be  located  at  George 
Washington  High  School,  would 
provide  an  array  of  services  for 
youth  and  their  families,  includ- 
ing art  and  cultural  awareness 
classes,  an  English  as  a  Second 
Language  program  for  adults, 
computer  classes,  citizenship 
classes  and  referrals  for  services 
throughout  the  City. 

In  addition  to  classes  and 
training  programs,  the  proposed 
Beacon  Center  hopes  to  provide 
families  with  case  managers  that 
would  be  available  to  answer 
their  questions  and  assist  them  in 
finding  appropriate  resources. 

"One  of  the  challenges  in  San 
Francisco,  and  more  so  in  the 
Richmond,  is  to  have  a  staff 
speak  other  languages  besides 
English,  such  as  an  Asian  lan- 
guage or  Russian,"  said  Patricia 
Kaussen,  executive  director  of 
the  Richmond  District  Neigh- 
borhood Center,  which  is  spear- 
heading the  effort  to  start  the 
beacon  program. 

Kaussen  also  added  that  she 
hoped  area  merchants  would  be- 
come involved  in  the  program 
and  take  advantage  of  its  re- 
sources. She  also  stated  that  if 
funding  is  not  approved  by  July 
1,  the  dream  of  a  comprehensive 
Beacon  Center  plan  will  go  up  in 
smoke.  On  the  other  hand,  if  all 
goes  well  the  new  Beacon  Center 
is  expected  to  open  as  early  as 
September  of  this  year. 

So  far  the  project  has  received 
a  planning  grant,  yet  further 
monies  are  needed  to  realize  the 
effort  in  its  entirety.  Up  until  this 
point,  more  than  half  of  the  fund- 
ing has  been  pledged  from  the

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Battle  lines  drawn  over  house  near  Lobos  Creek

The  San  Francisco  Planning  Com- 
mission met  April  10  to  discuss  the  future 
of  a  proposed  house  on  the  southern  slope 
of  Lobos  Creek. 

The  commissioners  called  the  proposal 
a  "unique  situation,"  as  the  site  is  located 
in  an  area  adjacent  to  Presidio  National 
Park.  Furthermore,  plans  for  the  single- 
family  house  include  a  ramp  that  would 
span  across  the  creek  itself. 

The  creek  is  the  last  free-flowing  source 
of  fresh  water  in  the  City  and  provides  all 
the  drinking  water  for  Presidio  residents. 
Commissioner  Susan  Lowenberg  was 
quick  to  point  out  that  the  National  Park 
Service  may  in  fact  buy  the  land  and  sim- 
ply extend  the  boundaries  of  the  park. 
Residents,  however,  were  still  hesitant  to 
breath  a  sigh  of  relief  until  the  future  of  the 
land  is  certain.  For  that  reason,  arguments 
from  both  sides  lasted  into  the  night. 

"This  is  not  an  ordinary  site.  This  is  a 


unique  urban  site  with  lots  of  vegetation  in 
the  area."  said  Don  Hildebrand.  a  geotech- 
nical  engineer. 

Presidio  residents  are  also  concerned 
that  building  the  house  will  damage  the 
water  purity  of  the  creek,  erode  the  creek 
bank,  introduce  new  bacteria  into  the  habi- 
tat, damage  wildlife  and  threaten  water 
quantity.  At  the  least  those  opposed  to  the 
project  urged  the  Planning  Commission  to 
order  an  environmental  impact  report 
(EIR).  This  process  usually  takes  close  to  a 
year  to  complete  and  offers  an  intensive 
look  at  water,  soil,  habitat,  erosion  and 
groundwater  issues.  Three  of  the  commis- 
sioners stated  that  they  were  in  favor  of  an 
EIR  at  this  time. 

"We're  not  saying  that  things  can't  be 
built."  Commissioner  Hill  explained.  "It's  a 
question  of  building  in  a  highly  sensitive 
area." 

In  spite  of  the  commissioners'  willing- 
ness to  call  for  an  EIR  at  this  time,  the  vote 
has  been  postponed.

One  week  after  the  much-awaited  deci- 
sion as  to  whether  or  not  an  EIR  would  be 
conducted,  the  commission  pulled  a  coup 
de  grace.  It  decided  to  remove  the  issue  of 
Lobos  Creek  from  the  agenda  altogether 
and  not  meet  at  all  publicly  about  the  issue. 
Those  on  both  sides  of  the  issue  were  out- 
raged. 

The  commission  did,  however,  decide  to 
hear  more  witness  testimony  in  closed,  pri- 
vate sessions. 

For  those  opposed  to  the  project  this  is 
not  what  they  were  hoping  to  hear. 

Patricia  and  Gerald  Dodson,  whose 
home  sits  directly  above  the  proposed  site, 
are  two  such  opponents.  They  are  con- 
cerned not  only  with  how  the  development 
could  affect  the  foundation  of  their  home, 
but  with  the  overall  environmental  threats 
to  the  creek  and  surrounding  land. 

"I  am  determined  to  take  this  all  the 
way  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  if 
that's  what  it  takes  to  prevail,"  Gerald 
Dodson  said. 

"I'm  extremely  disappointed,"  Pat 
Dodson  added.  "The  EIR  is  a  lengthy  pro- 


cess and  the  commission  doesn't  seem  to 
want  to  do  that. 

"Any  agency  who  really  represented  the 
public  good  would  have  started  this  project 
with  an  EIR,"  Dodson  said  in  her  testimo- 
ny before  the  commission. 

Some  residents  and  critics  of  the  project 
are  also  concerned  with  the  bigger  picture. 
They  fear  that  building  this  house  will  at- 
tract more  developers  to  the  area  and  that 
one  day  the  pristine  beauty  of  the  land  will 
be  lost.  Considering  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty, it  is  an  attractive  site  for  developers. 

Although  the  fate  of  Lobos  Creek  and 
the  building  site  is  still  undecided,  oppo- 
nents are  hopeful  and  determined  to  block 
the  construction. 

Frustration  over 
getting  documents 

The  Dodsons,  who  are  planning  to 
launch  a  lawsuit  against  the  commission, 
endured  further  frustration  when  they  were 
unable  to  obtain  the  file  on  the  case.

Building  Burglary,  Unlawful 
Entry  and  Possession  of  Bur-

The  reportee  called  police 
when  he  saw  the  suspect  enter  an 
apartment  house*s  garage  after 
using  an  unknown  object  on  the 
garage  door's  keyhole.  The  re- 
portee saw  the  suspect  arrive  on 
the  scene  walking  a  bicycle  and, 
before  entering  the  above  build- 
ing, do  what  appeared  to  be  stop- 
ping at  other  garage  doors  in  the 
area  to  check  if  they  were  locked. 

Responding  officers  tried  to 
open  the  building's  garage  door 
but  found  it  locked  and  then  tried 
to  gain  entry  through  the  build- 
ing's front  door.  Just  then  other 
officers  apprehended  the  suspect 
when  he  left  the  building  through 
a  side  alley  door,  which  led  down 
a  hallway  that  connected  with  a 
door  to  the  garage.  The  suspect 
had  apparently  opened  the  garage 
door,  switched  on  its  lights  and 
then  closed  the  door  before  exit- 
ing through  the  alley  door  and 
being  detained  by  officers. 

A  bag,  which  contained  a 
flashlight,  screwdriver  socket  set 
and  a  vise,  was  found  on  a  stair- 
way leading  into  the  garage  and 
the  suspect  denied  it  was  his.  A 
building  resident  who  used  the 
garage  said  the  items,  but  not  the 
bag,  were  his  and  belonged  in- 
side the  garage.  Also  the  resident 
demonstrated  that  the  garage 
door's  keyhole  was  defective  and 
could  be  opened  by  putting  any 
object  through  it  and  turning  it 
The  only  other  resident  who  used 
the  garage  said  she  believed  none 
of  her  property  was  stolen. 

Officers  found  in  the  suspect's 
pockets  two  screwdrivers,  two 
flashlights,  a  hammer,  wrench  set 
and  drug  pipe  with  yellow 
residue  inside.  He  hid  his  bike 
under  the  front-yard  bushes  of 
the  house  next  door.  None  of  the 
doors  of  the  building's  seven 
apartments  showed  evidence  of 
attempted  forced  entry.  The  sus- 
pect was  booked.

not  need  a  formal  Environmental 
Impact  Report. 

"We  did  an  environmental  re- 
view and  found  that  the  site  did 
not  need  to  be  studied  any  fur- 
ther," Learner  said.  "Most  of  the 
people  coming  to  the  center 
would  be  from  the  neighbor- 
hood." 

TmvLillyqulst;  property  man- 
ager for  ReC.  and  Park,  said  there

According  to  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance,  all  of  these  materials 
are  legally  obtainable  to  the  pub- 
lic upon  demand.  Pat  Dodson.

Montana,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Lobos  Creek  case,  could  not 
be  reached  for  comment. 

The  commission  has  not  yet 


gone  ahead  with  an  EIR  in  spite 
of  the  high  evidence  of  environ- 
mental risk  and  in  spite  of  the 
words  of  Planning  Commissioner 
Dennis  Antenore:  "I  would  in- 
tend fully  to  support  an  EIR.  It's 
going  to  save  us  a  lot  of  grief  in 
the  long  run." 

As  of  presslime  a  meeting  was 
scheduled  for  May  1,  yet  critics 
of  the  project  are  prepared  to  act 
then  Tired  of  waiting  and  be- 
cause of  the  rescheduling  of 
meetings,  the  Dodsons  say  their 
lawsuit  is  now  in  the  works.

Richmond  District  residents 
have  a  variety  of  Certified 
Organic  (CO)  produce  outlets  to 
choose  from.  Two  small-  and 
medium-size  stores,  the  Village 
Market  and  Thorn's  Natural 
Foods,  offer  distinct  shopping  ex- 
periences. Some  of  the  major 
grocery  stores,  such  as  Cal-Mart 
and  Safeway,  carry  a  limited  as- 
sortment of  CO  produce,  provid- 
ing their  regular  customers  with 
some  of  the  alternative  items  they 
have  requested. 

Certified  Organic  produce  is 
regulated  by  the  state  of 
California,  under  the  California 
Organic  Foods  Act  of  1990. 
Many  organizations  are  able  to 
verify  compliance  with  the  act, 
including  the  California  Certified 
Organic  Farmers  (CCOF)  and 
Quality  Assurance  International 
(QAI).  Various  factors,  including 
the  types  of  fertilizer  used,  the 
level  of  pesticides  found  in  the 
soil  or  on  (or  in)  the  produce  and 
the  condition  of  the  water  supply, 
are  industry-certified  by  these 
and  other  qualified  organizations. 

Another  category  of  produce 
carries  the  label  "Transitional," 
as  many  conventional  farms  are 
in  the  process  of  converting  to 
CO.  It  lakes  three  years  of  com- 
pliance with  the  standards  set  by 
the  California  Organic  Foods  Act 
before  a  farm  receives  certifica- 
tion. In  order  to  allow  them  to  re- 
main financially  solvent  during 
the  transition,  the  "health  food" 
marketplace  has  created  the  addi- 
tional category.

items  commonly  found  at' both 
the  Village  Market  and  Thorn's 
Natural  Foods  include  vegan  and 
vegetarian-focused  items,  exclud- 
ing animal  ingredients;  cottage 
baked  goods;  hormone-,  pesti- 
cide- and  antibiotic-free  dairy 
products,  poultry  and  herd  ani- 
mals; packaged  goods  and  bever- 
ages that  are  CO  or  free  of  pesti- 
cides; food  supplements;  person- 
al care  products  free  of  animal 
testing;  non-petroleum-based 
home  care  products;  and  con- 
sumer goods  containing,  or  made 
from,  CO  fabrics  and  non-old- 
growth  woods.

When  the  second  victim 
checked  the  second  floor  of  the 
house,  he  noticed  $500  that  were 
on  the  kitchen  window  sill  miss- 
ing, and  that  his  wallet,  which 
contained  his  identification,  eight 
credit  cars  and  six  house  and  car 
keys,  was  gone  from  the  kitchen 
table.  His  jacket,  worth  $100,  and 
two  $200  money  orders  were 
missing  as  well. 
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b(aining  a 
mortgage 
on  a  house 
can  sometimes  be 
a  horrifying  expe- 
rience. I  have 
heard  tales  from 
clients  who  said 
they  supplied 
lenders  with  all 
their  lifelong  paperwork,  only  to 
have  the  lenders  go  back  at  the 
last  minute  asking  for  more  pa- 
perwork. 

Before  meeting  with  the  loan 
agent  or  attempting  to  complete 
the  loan  application,  gather  all 
the  following  information  first  to 
help  hasten  the  process. 

If  you  are  an  employee  of  a 
company,  make  copies  of  the  last 
two  consecutive  pay  stubs  and 
the  last  two  years'  W-2  state- 
ments. If  you  are  self-employed, 
gather  the  last  two  years'  1099 
forms  and  tax  returns. 

These  documents  will  help  the 
lender  verify  your  employment 
history  and  your  income  to  deter- 
mine whether  you  qualify  for  the 
loan  or  not.  Some  lenders  will 
accept  these  documents  and  oth- 
ers will  still  send  out  Verification 
of  Employment  Forms  to  your 
employer. 

Next,  gather  your  bank  ac- 
count or  investment  account 
statements  for  the  last  three 
months  showing  where  the  down 
payment  is  coming  from.  Some 
lenders  will  send  out  Verification 
of  Deposits  to  the  institutions 
holding  your  money  to  verify 
your  funds. 

Also,  have  in  mind  what  all

your  assets  are  including  auto- 
mobiles, life  insurance,  personal 
belongings,  stocks  and  bonds, 
real  estate  and  IRAs. 

Next,  gather  all  your  credit 
cards,  automobile  loan  papers, 
student  loans  and  other  liabilities 
or  outstanding  loans  you  have. 

If  you  own  investment  real  es- 
tate, have  the  income  and  ex- 
pense statements  ready. 

And,  of  course,  have  your  per- 
sonal information  such  as  social 
security  number,  birthday,  work 
address  and  employment  history 
data  available. 

Now  you  are  ready  to  sit  down 
and  complete  the  loan  applica- 
tion yourself  or  with  the  loan 
agent.  I  recommend  that  you  get 
a  loan  agent  who  will  do  it  for 
you.  That  way,  the  pertinent  in- 
formation can  be  filled  in  and  the 
loan  packaged  so  that  it  has  the 
best  possibility  of  getting  ap- 
proved. 

After  the  loan  application  is 
completed,  the  loan  agent  will 
order  a  credit  report  to  check 
your  credit  worthiness.  If  the 
credit  report  contains  any  deroga- 
tory information  such  as  late  pay- 
ments or  collection  accounts,  the 
lender  will  ask  for  an  explanation 
of  why  these  accounts  were

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delinquent.  If  the 
answers  are  satis- 
factory to  the 
lender,  the  loan 
will  proceed. 

The  lender  will 
also  order  an  ap- 
praisal of  the  prop- 
erty. The  appraiser 
will  go  and  inspect 
the  property.  They  will  measure 
all  the  rooms,  look  at  the  general 
condition  of  the  property,  take 
some  pictures  of  the  home  and 
justify  the  value  for  the  property. 

Once  the  lender  has  verified 
all  this  information,  employment, 
source  of  down  payment  funds, 
credit  worthiness  and  property 
value,  then  they  are  in  a  position 
to  make  a  decision  on  whether  or 
not  to  give  you  a  loan. 

Usually,  a  lender  will  have  set 
criteria  on  the  percentage  of  debt 
to  income  you  have  for  loan  ap- 
proval. Some  lenders  are  more 
lenient  than  others. 

Most  of  the  problems  in  a  loan 
occur  when  the  lender  cannot 
verify  the  information  on  the  ap- 
plication. 

Then  the  lender  will  go  back 
and  ask  you  for  more  information 
or  different  ways  to  verify  the  in- 
formation. This  is  usually  the 
most  frustrating  part  for  the  bor- 
rowers, because  sometimes  the 
proof  the  lender  requires  is  diffi- 
cult or  impossible  to  obtain. 

Once  all  the  information  is  in, 
the  lender  will  make  a  final  deci- 
sion whether  or  not  to  lend  to  the 
borrower.  If  the  loan  is  approved 
and  the  equity  in  the  house  is  less 
than  20  percent,  the  loan  package 
then  goes  to  a  private  mortgage 
insurance  (PMI)  company  for  re- 
view and  approval. 

If  everything  is  fine,  then  con- 
gratulations, you  have  gotten 
your  loan!
